NEW YORK, Sept. 16.— Attorneys 
for Madame Lina Cavalieri-Chanler 
filed in the offices of the New’ York 
county registrar today the now fa­ 
mous pre-nuptial agreement exacted 
of Robert W. Chanler, the million­ 
aire, before his acceptance as a hus­ 
band by the beautiful 
diva. 
Ac­ 
cording to the term s of the docu­ 
m ent the grandson 
of John Jacob 
Astor, made over to his bride-to-be 
practically all of his earthly posses­ 
sions. 
She 
in 
tu rn 
tem porarily 
placed the property in her husband’s 
hands in order th a t he m ight act 
as her agent and in consideration of 
her leaving th e 
property in his 
m anagem ent she accepted from him 
a guarantee of $20,000 a year to 
be paid in quarterly 
installments 
of $5,000 each. 
Agreement Ironclad 
The agreem ent is 
one of the 
most ironclad documents ever filed 
in New York 
court of 
record. 
It 
makes four big typew ritten books 
and apparently 
was draw n 
with 
great care. 
Under its 
provisions 
not only is the designated realty of 
Chanler turned over to his wife but 
she is given an ironclad first lien 
on all of his belongings of every 
character to ensure the payment of 
her $20,000 a year. 
That there will 
be the liveliest 
kind of a legal battle for the for­ 
tune is certain. 
By filing the trans­ 
fer with the local registrar. Cava­ 
lieri draws first 
Mood. 
Her next 
action will be, it is believed, to ap­ 
ply for an injunction tying up all 
of the Chanler property under the 
term s of the transfer. 
By having the transfer sworn to 
before the deputy consul general in 
Paris and both parties acknowledging 
th at thereafter the property laws of 
the state of New York shall be con­ 
sidered as applying to their pro­ 
perty, Cavalieri gained a strong s tra ­ 
tegical advantage at the outset. To 
set the transfer aside Chanler will 
be compelled to prove fraud and the 
very nature of the agreem ent would 
seem to preclude his doing so. 
Nothing th a t has come to light 
since It became known th at Cavalieri 
had stripped Chanler of his fortune 
has so accurately dem onstrated her 
wonderful business acumen as this 
agreement. 
In the opening paragraph after 
describing the parties to the agree­ 
ment it is set forth th at th e reason 
for the agreement is th a t owing to 
their different nationalities a doubt 
exists as to the law governing their 
m utual property rights in the ab­ 
sence of formal relations and “ it 
is desirable to remove such doubts.” 
the agreement then sets forth in le­ 
gal phraseology

Sept. 16.—- 
It may no longer be ascribed to an 
over zealous anticipation to say that 
the beginning of the end of the gi­ 
ant task of digging the Panama ca­ 
nal is in sight. 
The structure, it may be well call 
ed that for the digging of the great 
ditch is but one feature of the work, 
is taking such definite shape that 
an amateur 
without 
the trained 
Imagination of 
the engineer 
for 
looking into the 
future, can see 
what the canal is going to be by 
running over the course through the 
zone from Colon to Panama. 
In the Culebra and Chagres sec­ 
tions where the greatest amount o 
excavation is to be done there Is a 
deep gash through the hills. 
In th 
Culebra section of the 8 4,000,000 
yards of dirt and stone that were 
to be taken out, the steam shovels 
have already gouged out more than 
50,000,000 yards. 
In the Chagres 
section of the thirteen million yards 
of excavation, ten millions has been 
done. 
In the 
other sections tin 
work of this character 
is almost 
complete with the exception of the 
deepening of the 
channel by tho 
dredges. 
In 
eastern 
sections 
the 
great 
dam at Gatun has been brought up 
to the level of 63 feet above the 
sea. 
More than nine million cubic 
yards of wet and dry ‘ fill" have been 
placed. 
The barrier 
which is to 
hold in check the waters to form 
the lake from which water is to b* 
drawn, to supply the locks, is now 
so nearly finished that a sight of it 
conveys an adequate idea of its tre­ 
mendous bulk. 
The gigantic locks are being out­ 
lined in concrete. 
The 
upper or 
lake level lock of the flight at Ga- 
tum is almost completed. 
The walls 
have

height and the towering steel forms 
will soon be moved 
to the lower 


docks of which the floor has been 
practically completed. 
Tells of Se* Peril 
A story of the sea perils, which 
Are faced every year by the men of 
the revenue cutter service, is told 
in the report made by Captain D. P. 
Foley, commander of the Bering Sea 
fleet, upon the wreck and abandon­ 
ment of the cutter Perry. 
Narrow escapes have been many, 
but the Perry, thanks to the skill 
of the revenue cutter service men, 
is the first loss which has been sus­ 
tained by the government in what 
are perhaps the most perilous con­ 
ditions of navigation in the world. 
The wreck occurred on the Ton- 
ki Point Reef at St. Paul s Island. 
Captain Foley says 
in his report: 
“ The Perry 
was 
hard and 
fast 
ashore, forward and amidship, and 
all her 
compartments below 
the 
decks were filled with water. 
I de­ 
cided to abandon her after consulta­ 
tion with the officers of the Perry 
and Manning, being convinced that 
it was absolutely impossible for us 
to save her without wrecking ap­ 
pliances that were not on hand or 
available. 
Even if we should suc­ 
ceed in pulling her off the rock it 
would be only to have her sink and 
we should be risking 
another and 
much more valuable vessel in work­ 
ing in the foul ground around her. 
“ The Perry is lying in a very ex­ 
posed condition, the tide ebbs and 
flows in her, and in 
my opinion, 
she will break in two in the next 
blow from any quarter, except di- 
leetly from land, which may occur 
at any time now. 
I therefore or­ 
dered her stripped. 
A 
large part 
of her stores a n i outfits had alrea­ 
dy been put ashore. 
“ The accident happened while the 
Perry was on her way from North­ 
east Point to East Anchorage, St. 
Paul's Island, for 
mail. 
The Ta­ 
homa 
(Captain 
Foley's 
Cutter) 
heard the distress 
signals of the 
Perry at St. George's 
Island and 
proceeded at full speed to her as­ 
sistance. but was unable to give aid, 
because on her arrival the hold and 
fireroom of the Perry were full of 
water and she was pounding on the 
reef.

Islands, and in particular about St. 
Paul s Island, which is fringed with 
dangerous reefs, 
is

Steal Diseased Corn

Queens county jail not only by offi­ 
cials but by male prisoners and th at 
it was impossible for any girl to re­ 
form v.ho had ever been confined 
there is the accusation made by Miss 
Mary Donnelly, a m ilitant 
su ffra­ 
gette. Miss Donnelly was m atron in 
the jail up to three years ago and 
then she was removed for failure to 
obey the regulations. 
She 
claims 
that her dischsrge resulted when she 
tried to protect the women prison­ 
ers under her charge. 
“ Reformation was impossible for 
any girl after she had spent one night 
in the jail,” said Miss Dnnnelly. ‘It 
was not a jail at all, it was a dive.’’ 
“Not only did officials 
of 
the 
prison degrade the women prisoners 
but they put the poor creatures at 
the disposal of male prisoners and 
the men of the towm. One girl told 
me she had been a bad girl when 
brought there, but th at she had nev­ 
er knowrn there was so much wicked­ 
ness in the world as she had seen 
there.”
